.VQSSEL PUTS. BACK INTO . 
COLOMBO FOR HELP.

The Danish: steamer “Mitau” was 
escorted to Colombo on October 14 
by a harbour tug which. left rort on 
the previous day torender assistance 
owing to a fire which had broken out 
on board. When the “Mitan” was 
some 120° miles off Galle a-fire was 
discovered in No.2 hold on Monday 
night.
